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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant argued that the coated particles as claimed are different from the particles 
taught in the Ishii patents in that they are obtained by "dry format classification", which 
process produces particles "superior" to the particles taught by the Ishii patents "such as the 
processability and weather resistance of an organic polymer composition containing the 
particles." This argument is not cogent for the following reasons. Jet milling is a milling 
process in which particles are pumped into an air pressure in a milling chamber, and it 
involves no liquid or fluid; therefore, jet milling meets the claim language "dry-format 
classification". Consequently, the jet milling procedure as taught in both the Ishii patents 
meets the claim process limitation. Further, the instant specification does not define "dry- 
format classification" to preclude jet milling, which is an air classifying method and thus is 
done in a "dry- format"; therefore, the superior characteristics that Applicant contends are 
not necessarily the result of particles obtained from a "dry-format classification". 

2. References (US 4,070,286; 4,290,847; and US 4,294,750), which teach air classification 
in providing uniform particle size, are cited as art of interest.
